J. G Mawson, history and

millary record Is given, was born In. New
York Oty Octobor 13, is8l. Ho was odues-
tod In tho New York City scnools, wbhore he
made a good record in his classes.  Ho left
Now York Uity aud camo to Omaha in 1860,
whaere he found work in tho employ of Dr.
J. B, Plummer of Omaha, for some time.
From Omahn b wont to Florence and Lived
with Captain G, ¥, Kennedy until the war
broke out. He enlisted in the civil war
June 80, 1981, at Omaha, In the First Ne-
braska infantry, under Captain John
MoCohie, with John M. [hayer as colonel of
fio repment. He wont to Indepandence,
Mo., soon aftor enlisting and assistald in lb-
erating throo men captured by the confad-
orates, His company was placed under Gen-
eral John Pope's command, and took part in
the eneagement mt Black river, Mo,
whon the union army captured 1,500 prison-
orn.

Mr, Mawson was In the midat of the hotly
contestea battles of Fort Donoldson, Shiloh,
Caorinth, Cape Girardo, Chalks Bluffs, Jack-
son Port and several sovere skirmishes ot
Batesvilio, Ark., where the company fought
agalnat Governor Marmaduie of Misspurd,
May 2, 1804, Mr. Mawson took an active
part in two Indinn @R gagomosnts—one undor
the eotormiand of T, J, Majors, Hsutenant gov-
ernor of the state, and the other under
Thomns J. Weatherwax. Feeling Lhe coun-
try still needed his seevice, Mr, Mawson re-
enlisted November 21, 1803, at Batesville,
Ark,, and served with his company until
mustered ont in 1866,

About fifty left Omnha with him n 1881,
many of whom lie burled in southern battle-
flalds. Mr. Mawson was neither siock nor
wounded during the whole time he served in
the army.

He is now living In Lyons, Neb., engaged
in mercantile business. Although still in the
prime of life, he, Ilke all the old comrades,
who passod through camp batties, shows the
{nllrks of military hardships depicted in his

ife.

Hou wasdischarged for disability on
May 21, 1568, but had so far recovorsd by De-
cember as to re-enlist, so he entered Compa-
ny G, Sixth Miobigan cavalry, Custer brig-
ade, and was with Kilpatrick on his raid of
1884, and took part in the Battle of the Wil-
dernoss. He was also in Shendan's raid,
. being wounded in the battle-of Haws' Stop,

Ladger, The time was nigh® and the swaat,
sad moon of August came gliding up into the
aky. A4+ ons lookad out from the far-fomed
heigths of Camatory HIU, the gleam of mar-
ble monumonts [a the moon's light. was all
around, They had pesn erected by loving
comrades to mark the spot where thousands
feil and died.

Uloso ot hand wis the oational cometery
witn {ts white shaft and the figure of hiborty
erownlog the whole, standing out distinet
agninst the sky, Tha shadowy past gew
vory roal. Thore seomod to down anew the
mornings of thoso thres bloody days, It was
pot ‘0L but '8%, -and the groat armies, (ko two
gigantio sinuous serpents balehing fire and
donth, evolved their Hght before our very
eyos, Agaln thele was tho sounds of hurry-
ings to and fro: agaln the trumphot's voice
proclaimed the sword’s pleading of & mighty
Caune,

Then the strife anded, and the chorda of a
vist march, ke the music of & cotonation
anthom, dnd the (nfiuite cavalendes filed
back tnto the shades whence our favoy haa
revalled thom,

Loaving the hill, we walked down through
the woodiand nnd fleld to the pivel of strug-
ile—tho Bloody Angle. Here brave Armi-
atead, Casting and many others foll, friend
and foe in one red b rial bient,

But it was no longer what its grussomo
namoe implies,

For the deeam of fond imaginings retarned
and it had ehanged Its form,

Again the two armlos were present, but
not in the ambraoce of death.

They had elaspad hands across that old
stone wall toward which Pickett's legions
valuly rushed. In the distance was the
mstoric Corderoy barn, a black specter
agniust the lght-flooded landscaps, and one
could cateh the faint mormur of o littls
strowm as it wound down the valley of aeath,

The tall forms of Hancock nod Meado and
the lovely face of Lee were conjured into
very vavid likonoss as one stood there, Thoy
are nolonger foos but fricnds now.in the lund
nevond, And the blue mud the gray are
foraver one,

We returned to the little town in the val-
loy, earrying away o problem. 1t was this:
Theso heroos : why their death? This aw(ul
carnago: what its meaning?! Aud here s
our solution ;

They died thot our nation might arise and
mnke its dead solf a stepping-stone 1o nobler
things. ‘T'hoir sacrifice was mada 10 assist
that onward, upward evolution of alana to
which Giod has committed the destinies of
the west, Thoy fought neltuer for lust of
blood nor grosd of gold, but to eninrge and
eouflrm the highest good of their country
and its poople. Lot us bo ss truo to their
oxample as they wora to onr intorest.

INDIAN DEPREDATIUNS.

The pioneers of “lt; ‘\;'-e;l. have always bgen
a sturdy, selt-ralizat lot, They have forcad
their way mto the wilderness and fought
with blizzards, tornadoss, floods and savages
withont asking help of anybody., To tne
sertders in some of ths wostorn states and
tercitories it has seemed us natural to light
Indians as to hoa corn. It has not occurrad
to them to ask compoensation for lossos by
Indian rulds, any mora than for losses by
drouth or grasshoppers,

But the government has always, in a more
or leas 1mporfest way, racognized the fact
that whon the savags “wards of the nation”
devastated the proparty of peacslul individ-
uals it was responsible, as guardian, for that
destruction. Long azo paople had courage
and paroistency enough to besiege congress
and the Indian bureaun yaear after y ear, but
soldom munaged to extrace payment for thair
losses from the tighily lockad vaults of the
treasury. It was not until the passage of the
aot of March 3, 1591, thiat tho subjsot of com-
peusation for Iadian ceprofdations was ro-
duecod to a systematio basis, By that not the
sufforors from such raids were ullowed to
sue the government in the court of claims,
and the judgmnts reéndered wors made a
lian on any funds held for the benelits of the
tribes that dig the damage, or if no such
funds existed, congress was piedged to ap-
propriate the money.

In the unsettled state of the law on this
matier up to last yoar, tho rapacious claim
ageunts with whom Washington is infested
found themselves io their elemant. Hy rep-
resenting thav they had fTavilitios for reavh.
ing the ears of congressmen and officials
which nohmif slso shaved, they secured con-
Lraots, agreeing 1o pay them 25, B and even
75 per cent of the amounts they might col-
lect. Hy the aotof March 3, I1sll, congress
nt one stroke brushed off wll thas brood of
parnsites thul had boen sucking the blpod of
cloimants. It proviaed that all existing con-
tranots with attorneys for the proscoution of
Indian Depredation Clalms should be nbso-
lutaly void, and that all fees should be tixed
in future by the Court of Ulaims, the nmoeunt
in no case to exceed 20 per cont of the sum
recoversd, and in ordinary osves not Lo ex-
oeed 16 por cent.

T'nus protected lﬁ:inul. logul extortion the
only yeesation now: before the elaimant is how
to find & trustworthy sittoroney, with the
proper fucilities for the prompt vrosecution
of hs claim. Koowing wnuthing of the re-
aponsibility of Washington law yors, hemight
lutrust his elaim to a man who would collect
it and then fail to aocount for tho monsy, or
who would ueglect his business, or be unable
to give It proper attentlon. To surmount
this difionity Tur Bes Bunsav ox Cuaixs
was organized.
